WASHINGTON, Sept. 6—(AP) 
—Great Britain, it was disclosed 
last night, is about to undertake 
with the help of the United Siates 
government a campaign to em- 
Ploy thousands of American tech- 
nicians for service in Britain re- 
pairing vital equipment used by 
the British armed forces. 

Faul V. McNutt, Federal Security 
Administrator, announced the pros- 
pective campaign and said the 1,500 
federal-siate employment offices | 
would  ssist in it. 

The British Civilian Technical 
Corps hopes, he said. to employ sev- | 
eral thousand men between 18 and 
50 years of age who are skilled as 
radio and automobile mechanics, 
electrical wiremen, instrument re- 
pairers, meta] workers, and in other 
technical occupations. 

Arrangements with 
government provide for the return 


to the United States of American | 


members of the Civilian Technical 
Corps at any time they are needed. 

The British government will pro- 
vide transportation to and from 
Britain for Americans joining 
C.T.C., the announcement said, and 
will furnish free board, lodgings, 
uniforms and medical care in ad- 
dition to salaries ranging from $24 
to $38 a week. The regular term 
of service will be for three’ years | 
or the duration of the war, which- 
ever is shorter

Ship Laden With

HAVANA, Sept. 6 -- (AP) — A 
creaky, refugee-laden old Spanish 
ship steamed somberly into port 
last night with 1,200 homeless Euro- 
peans jammed into her cargo holds, 
decks and even lifeboats. 

It was the end of a ghastly 17-day 
voyage for the refugees aboard the 
5,743-ton merchantship Navemar, 
built with accommodations for only 
15 passengers. 

Four passengers died on the high 
seas. There were seven expectant 
mothers aboard.

1 learned in March that Churchill. 
who had all along been fully in- 
formed of the German plan against 
Russja, actually knew the approxi- 
mate date for the invasion three 
months later. The British prime 
minister told a friend of mine in 
March that his plans were based 
upon a German invasion of Russia 
“about the end of June.” 


WOEFULLY DIVIDED 

I learned from Nazi sources in 
April—Lisbon was spluttering with 
Germans—that Hitler's invasion de- 
pended largely upon whether Am- 
erica entered the war. If America 
came in, Hitler would need all 
available troops and airplanes to 
prevent a joint Anglo-American 
operation—the crux would have 
been American aircraft carriers and 
planes—from driving the Germans 
out of Africa and the Middle East. 
Hitler knew from his fifth column 
spies that America was already 
woefully divided and that there was 
no question of her entering the 
war before he could carry out his 
campaign against the Russians. 

His final irrevocable order to his 
generals—drafted of course by the 
generals themselves—was issued 
June 1. This correspondent on June 
4 reported ‘the decision,to invade 
Russia and later by way of amplifi- 
cation explained that no demands 
would be made to Stalin and no 
concessions accepted. 


MAY BE COSTLY BLUNDER 
Incidentally and parenthetically, 
I learned in London that Stalin 
wouldn't need Churchill's warning. 
Stalin thought that there was no 
danger of his being invaded unless 
and until Hitler faced him with 
demands. The Communist thought 
the democrat was selling him a 
capitalistic pup—or thought so untiJ 
he was invaded without wa:ning. 
On June 12 Hitler, as a courtesy, 

informed his puppets—Mussolini, 
Franco and Darlan—of the invas- 
fon scheme, They were to whoop 
it wp as a “holy war” to save the 
world from Communism and they 
were to use their influence, if 
possible, te win the support of 
the Catholic church. To the Vati- 
can itself Hitler offered the op- 
portunity of sending missionaries 
along with his panser divisions, 

The invasion of Russia, under- 
taken in order to prepare the fina, 
showdown with America, can prove 
the most costly of Hitler's blunders. 
That depends upon whether Am- 
erica and Britain exploit the situa- 
tion that offers itself. Hitler was 
confident on the basis of fifth col- 
umn reports in America that nefther 
democracy could act. The American 
public is not prepared, Hitler be- 
lieves, to send aircraft carriers and 
divisions into the Mediterranean 
zone to forestall Hitler’s own con- 
sequent conquest of Africa. Without 
American help the British are 
spread too thin. 


SURPRISED WORLD 

Russia has surprised the world, 
however. Nationalism proved as 
cohesive a force as Communism 
when the foreigner invaded “Little 
Mother, Holy Russia.” It may wel! 
be that Soviet resistance will con- 
tinue until November, when wea- 
ther conditions would begin to work 
against the Germans. That was the 
basis of the agreement between

King as he stood on the wing of an 
airplane and later sat in the cockpit 
of a Hurricane wearing a helmet 
and talking to the station contro) 
room over radio telephone. 


REAL INSPIRATION 

“Nothing could inspire me more 
than meeting you airmen,” he said 
in the longest informal speech he 
has made since coming to Britain. 
The speech was made to a Spitfire 
squadron, 

“I suppose there is nobody in the 
world more in the hearts of all of 
us than you. I can't begin to tell you 
how proud we are of our air force. 

“The people of Canada follow 
with pride and thankfulness your 
gallant exploits. Your bravery 
and courage are known to them.” 

Mr. King recalled he had paid 
tribute to the R.C.A.F. fliers in his 
Speech this week at the Lord 
Mayor's luncheon in London and 
said that no words he had uttered 
gave him more pleasure. 

He added that “no act of the gov- 
ernment ever ‘pleased my colleagues 
and myself more than the working 
out of this plan with British repre- 
sentatives,” referring to the initial 
conversations with Lord Riverdale 
and a British mission which led to 
the Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan, 

“From my heart I trust the all- 
seeing xnd living providence will 
watch over you,” Mr. King con- 
cluded: “God bless you all, boys.” 


YUGOSLAV KING 
SAYS TIME RIPE 
TO INVADE ITALY 


LONDON, Sept. 6—(AP)—Ref- 
ugee King Peter of Yugoslavia, 
a tall, shy youth, celebrated his 
18th birthday today, convinced 
the time is ripe for a British in- 
vasion of Italy.

FACTS BEHIND MOVE 

Five basic facts were cited by re- 
sponsible sources as motivating the 
current British campaign to con- 
vince America, as follows: 

1 —Hitler is once again being per- 
mitted to carry out his favorite 
strategy of pulverizing all real or 
potential opponents, one at a time, 
always avoiding real conflict on two 
major fronts, 

2—British and American miis- 
sions are expected to hear a great 
deal of plain talk when they meet 
Josef Stalin at the Kremlin 
must be prepared to state what they 
intend to do in the way of material 
aid to compensate Russia's huge 
losses. 

3—Britain is unable to take ad- 
vantage of the eastern front by 
seizing the initiative on the west- 
ern front (as Russia desires her to 
do) on a big scale. 

4—Ameriean opinion—as__ illus- 
trated by reaction, for instance, to 
the submarine attack on the de- 
stroyer Greer—has seemed to Bri- 
tons to be unsure of itself since 
Hitler's attack on Russia. 

§—American war production, re- 
gardless of ‘huge industrial capa- 
city, is said by British sources to 
be nowhere close to the production 
needed to launch a real offensive 
against the Nazis and, in fact, is 
not up to the level of British pro- 
duction despite the smaller capa- 
city here and the employment of 
several million persons in com- 
batant duties. 


EVERY MILE COUNTS 

At the start of the Russian war, 
British experts took the view that 
it did not matter how much terri- 
tory the Germans occupied bécause 
none of the frontier areas was 
essential to the Red war machine. 
But now almost every mile counts. 

Russia has lost countless acres 
of grain and factory and ore sec- 
tors, such as the Dnieper river 
power centres. New German 
advancés would imperil the vital 
Donetz industrial basin. 

In other words, Germany. may 
never crush Russia but Russia is 
now fighting a desperate battle and 
these sources believe that both 
Britain and America must awake 
to the necessity of providing all 
aid. 


Britain Places No 
Limit On Russ Aid 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, Sept. 6.— 
(CP) —Sir Kingsley Wood, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, declared 
today that Britain would place no 
monetary limit her financial 
assistance to Soviet Russia. 


Describing British assistance to 
Russia as gladly given, he said in 
a speech that the Russians “have 
told us they would not wish any 
such financial help to be provided 
as a gift, but they have asked for 
credit insofar as the help we give 
them is not matched by supplies 
they send us.” 

He said Britain was “standing up 
well” under the strain of a daily 
expenditure of 12,500,000 pound 
sterling (approximately $55,000,000) 
and expressed confidence that fur- 
ther taxation in the current finan- 
cial year can be avoided if inflation 
is prevented,

Forty-three years af railroading 
in Canada came to an end this 
week when Thomas E. Trace, C.N.R.

SEATTLE, Sept, 6—(AP)—A 
new armed and armored giant of 
the air took wing Friday.

There was no uncertainty in the 
mind of the commander of U.S. Greer 
as to what it was that went past his 
ship Friday morning somewhere out in 
the Atlantic. He identified the objects 
as torpedoes fired from a submarine. 
He was in no quandary either as to the 
appropriate procedure, but dumped 
some depth charges overboard, with 
results unknown, and paddled along 
with the mails to Iceland. 

Back in Washington a naval man 
observed “You cannot see a torpedo 
track at night,” thereby clearing up the 
point that the attack must have been 
made in daylight; from which the plain 

; inference is that the sub-commander 
knew it was a United States warship 
he was shooting at. 

What follows, time will show. Ber- 
lin promptly said it had no information, 
and officials at Washington withheld 
decision. Not so tle isolationist politi- 
cians, Senator Van Nuys spoke for 
them, as follows: “I would not think 
this single incident would draw us into 
the war, but if we keep sticking our 
neck out—as we did very much in 
going to Iceland—something is bound 
to happen.” 

The isolationist view appears to be 
that a United States warship has no 
business sailing the Atlantic when 
Hitler orders otherwise. At least the 
appeasers in Britain never went the 
length of saying the fleet should be tied 
up in port lest the Fuehrer take offence 
if it went to sea. 


Eleven Weeks 


The end of the eleventh week finds 
the Russian army still unbroken, fight- 
ing desperately along the whole front 
from the Baltic Sea to the Black, and 
carrying on defensive-offensives in all 
three sectors. Even Berlin admits the 
Russians are counter-attacking fierce-

ly in the centre and the south, while in | 


the north its claims to progress are 
couched in very general terms. The 
high command has in fact been holding 
silence for some days, and leaving 
Goebbels’ staff to compile communiques 
from the resources of imagination, sur- 
mise and hope. 

The invasion has lost all senblance 
of a blitzkrieg. It is now a war of 
“position” rather than a war of move- 
ment. On the central front the Russians 
have during the week pushed the invad- 
ers back and recaptured considerable 
territory. The Nazi forces have not been 
able to cross the Dneiper, hard as they 
have tried. The fight for Leningrad is 
a ding-dong struggle. Moscow says it 
has more men under arms than when 
the war began—nine millions in fact. 
There are persistent reports that Hitler 
is drawing garrison troops from some 
occupied countries to make 7 
losses, estimated as high as 2,000,000. 


Help from Britain and the United | 


States is now reaching the Russian 
forces, while the R.A.F. pounds relent- 
lessly at German munitions centres and 
communication lines. The end of the 
eleventh week does not show the situa- 
tion on the eastern front to be greatly 
changed. And the Russian winter is 
one week nearer than it was! 


Britain’s Call To America 


The point hammered home by 
President Roosevelt in his Labor Day 
message to the people of the United 
States was that Britain needs more 
“tools” and must get them if Hitlerism 
is to be stopped and smashed on the 
other side of the Atlantic. That was the 
keynote also of Mr. Eevan’s address, 
heard on the same program. It was 
echoed by London newspapers, which 
urged—some of them with more zeal 
than tact—that the “stream” of muni- 
tions crossing the Atlantic be broad- 
ened into a “river”. Prime Minister 
Churchill and Prime Minister King 
stressed the same point in their ad- 
dresses on Thursday. 

When Lord Beaverbrook was calied 
in to put speed into airplane production 
in Britain his slogan was “planes, and 
more planes, and more planes”. Sub- 
stituting “munitions” for “planes” the 
Slogan is the call of Britain to this 
hemisphere, for along with more planes 
Britain must have more tanks and 
ships and guns and equipment and 
munitions of all sorts—with ever 
larger supplies of food to maintain its 
fighting forces and feed a population 
devoted more and more to war work. 

While materials of many kinds are 
drawn from South America and from 
other continents, it is from Canada 
and the United States the bulk of these 

’ vital supplies must flow to Britain. 

iy These two countries are the arsenal in 

which the weapons must be forged, the 

ships built, the food supplies produced, 

in the main. To the men in the factories 

and on the farms of the Dominion, as 

to those in the Republic, this call for 

more “tools” and food is directed par- 

ticularly, for there is no other source 

| from which these supplies can be ob- 
tained in sufficient amounts.

to answer this appeal rests with 
vidual—every individual citizen 
of these two countries. If the need is to 
be met we shall each of us have to lend 
a hand, whether we work in munitions 
factories or on farms or follow other 
occupations. There must be less buying 
of luxuries, in order that labor and 
machinery and metals may be concen- 
trated on the production of essentials. 
There must be a plainer scale of living, 
in order that money may be turned over 
to our governments to pay for the 
supplies Britain cannot pay for—and 
should not be asked to pay for. 

In these and other ways the “man 
on the street” can help answer Britain’s 
appeal for the tools with which to fight 
our common battle and the food to sus- 
tain its people. The outcome of the 
battle may depend on how willing we 
are to get along without things, put up 
with inconveniences, and to play the 
game with an intelligent regard to the 
hard facts of the situation. 


The Dairy Front 


The Canadian cow has been doing 
her bit during the summer, turning a 
threatened butter shortage last Feb- 
ruary into a surplus of creamery butter 
in storage amounting to more than 
41,000,000 pounds, a million more than 
a year ago. Cheese in store is also more 
than 26,000,000 pounds, nearly double 
the amount at this date last year. ~ 

These reserves do not guarantee 
an abundant supply during the winter, 
for Britain requires both butter and 
cheese in practically unlimited quan- 
tities. The figures do however show 
production is large and the supply sit- 
uation at present healthy, giving hope 
that Britain’s needs can be met with- 
out forcing prices farther upward in 
the home market. ¥

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Southern Boys Want Grits 


Recruits Scorn Balanced Diet; 
Demand Fried Foods and 
Hot Breads Of South 
By HENRY McLEMORE 

NORFOLK, Va. — You can lead a 
Southern country boy to fresh asparagus 
tips, but you can’t make him eat them. 
Not any more than you can make him eat 
Breen salad, broccoli, spinach, creamed 
carrots, stewed tomatoes or beets. 

One of the Navy's chief problems in 
the handling of recruits here at Norfolk, 
all of whom come from 
southern states, is how to 
overcome their natural 
aversion to almost any- 
thing that is good for 
them in the way of food- 
stuffs. 

From the clay hills of 
Georgia, the bottomlands 
of Mississippi, the moun- 
tains of North Carolina 
and Tennessee, and the 
canebrakes of Alabama, 
the boys pour in here 
with the same scorn for 
vitamins that their great-grandpappies 
had for the Yankees. 

For days and sometimes weeks, the re- 
cruits subsist on a diet of bread, meat, 
potatoes and memories—memories of the 
fried pork chops, fried ham, fried every- 
thing else, grits, white meat, and boiled- 
to-death-in-salt-pork, turnip greens and 
black-eyed peas they had at home. 

Fancy Dishes 

This rebellion of the southern epicures 
against what many of them term “new- 
fangled dishes” was explained to me by 
Chief Commissary Steward John Hunt, 
who is feeding some 6,000 of the recruits 
in the Navy’s biggest mess hall. 

“It nearly runs a man crazy to see them

No Grits 

T asked a dozen of the recruits why 
they didn’t eat more of their food. Tupelo, 
Mississippi, said it was a pretty sorry meal 
when they didn’t give you rice or grits 
along with your potatoes. Ravenscroft, 
Tennessee, wanted to know how could a 
fellow eat without some sort of hot bread 
to stick to his ribs, and Catawba, North 
Carolina, said he never had tasted vege- 
tables that weren't cooked with a ham 
hock or salt pork, and that he wasn’t go- 
ing to start now. A Louisiana boy said he 
missed molasses with a meal. 

“There ain't no dessert like stirring 
some butter into some molasses and then 
Spreading it on a hot biscuit. Wonder if 
they ever have that in the Navy?” 

Chief Commissary Steward Hunt was

“They won't starve, don't worry,” he 
said. “I'm a cracker myself, and I was 
the same way about food when I came in 
the Navy 19 years ago. They'll start eat- 
ing everything in sight in a few weeks, 
and if you don’t believe it I’ll let you talk 
to some of the boys who have been here 
a couple of months.” 


Balanced Diet 


“Mama got mad at me when I went 
home on my first leave,” a big sailor told 
me. “For my first dinner she had cooked 
everything that she knew I liked. She had 
fried pork chops, grits, fried sweet pota- 
toes, turnip greens, canned corn, and all 
the other stuff I had been eating for years. 
I tried to eat it all, but it didn’t taste right.

Situation Regarding 
Persons From Fascist Coun- 
tries Not Clarified 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

The situation regarding American visas 
for refugees from Fascist countries has 
never been adequately clarified, and it is 
regrettable that the tendency is to become 
more and more illiberal, as the country 
does more and more in an active way to 
defeat Fascism. This creates a moral 
dilemma. It seems preposterous to be 
working, producing, and 
taking grave risks to 
eliminate Fascism from 
this earth, while we con- 
tinue a policy that de- 
livers anti-Fascists over 
to Hitler’s henchmen, to 
his concentration camps, 
or to death. 


Actually, of all the Na 
gecple languishing in 

urope and seeking to Dorothy 
escape, the political re- | Thompson 


fugee, the man who is in danger because 
somewhere at some time he has actively 
tried to halt Fascism in Europe, is in the 
worst way. For some reason or other, 
American consuls abroad are likely to re- 
gard as a “dangerous” fellow anyone who 
has ever actively championed and fought 
for the very kind of a society that we 
enjoy here. A Jewish merchant or busi- 
ness man has a better chance of escaping 
from Europe than a Jewish or non-Jewish 
De Gaullist Frenchman or writer, journal- 
ist, or trade unionist. - 
Will Get A Visa 

A more or less well-to-do Vichy 
Frenchman will get a visa, in order to come 
to America and tell us all over again how 
“correct” the Germans have been in occu- 
pied France, while a man like Rudolph 
Breitscheid, the Moderate Social Democra- 
tic leader of the late German Republic, is 
delivered over to the Nazis for almost cer- 
tain death. 

In other words, we have a situation in 
which there is an active Fascist inter- 
national, also a Communist international, 
but no really functioning democratic in- 
ternational, to protect the worldwide sup- 
porters of democracy. We often treat our 
enemies better than we do our friends. 

Congress, on June 20 and 21, passed 
two laws, that provide that any American 
diplomatic or consular officer may refuse 
a visa to a foreigner applying for entrance 
into the United States whom he thinks 
may engage in activities likely to injure 
the country; and a second law giving the 
President power to modify the immigra- 
tion laws in the present emergency. The 
bills are all right, but their interpretation 
is open to question. Actually, their inter- 
pretation depends to a vast extent on the 
particular views and temperaments of the 
various consular officers. Early in June, 
the state department, anticipating legisla- 
tion, ordered consuls to refuse visas to any 
person leaving close relatives behind in 
Germany, Italy, or countries occupied by 
the German armies. 


Reason Advanced 


The reason advanced for this ruling 
was that there was “evidence” that secret 
police operating in the United States had 
been bringing pressure to bear upon such 
immigrants to work for them, with threats 
of revénge against their relatives at home 
if overtures were refused. 

How much of such evidence exists is 
not revealed, but the ruling works out 
with illogical cruelty, I think, for instance, 
of a seventy-year-old couple, the man a 
famous art historian, whose only daughter 
is already in the United States and able 
to support her parents. But the parents are 
refused a visa because they have close 
relatives in Austria! Obviously the daugh- 
ter herself could be an object of pressure, 
if such pressure were to be exerted, Prob-

The French republic in a panic locked 
up every German refugee in Paris at the 
outbreak of war—lumping together Nazis 
and anti-Nazis in the same camps. The 
story was spread all over France that the 
chief fifth columnists were German Jews 
posing as refugees. The Petain govern- 
ment delivered many of the anti-Nazis 
over to the Germans, when they came, 
and it is now quite clear who the chief 
fifth columnists in France were: the men 
who now rule France. 

The British, wiser and more humane, 
classified “refugees” as all right, doubtful, 
and dangerous, and the treatment of re- 
fugees has progressively improved under 
pressure of public opinion, Actually both 
in Britain and in this country some very 
important contributions to the war effort, 
especially in the realm of science, have 
been made by some of these refugees. 


Prey To Terrorization 


The idea that men who have already 
faced every sort of terror for their prin- 
ciples, in Czechoslovakia, France, Austria 
and elsewhere, will suddenly become prey 
to terrorization over here is not convinc- 
ing at all. 

In this country the agitation against 
Tefugees has been malicious, but investi- 
gation shows no basis in fact for the 
charges. America has not been “overrun 
with refugees; on the contrary, our immi- 
gration is way below normal, and has 
been during the past years. 

There are problems connected with the 
distribution of refugees, with finding work 
for intellectuals, for instance, but they are 
not insoluble problems and they have 
caused headaches to the friends of the 
refugees, but no dislocation worth think- 
ing about to American life. The refugees 
themselves have suffered in making ad- 
justments, but the nation has not suffered, 
but on the whole has greatly profited. It 
could have profited. much more, had we 
had a clear policy and program. 

At any rate, to be a staunch friend of 
the American way of life ought to be an 
asset to a would-be immigrant and not a 
liability. And the people who come to this 
country as saboteurs and spies do not come 
as Tefugees. If a few have been slipped in 
under this guise, they are inconsequential 
compared to the highly respectable visit- 
tors, commercial salesmen for the Axis, 
who keep coming over on every other 
clipper.

Napoleonic “Hess” 


SIR CHARLES OMAN TO THE 
LONDON TIMES 


Sir: I have been seeing in many news- 
papers the statement that the extraordi- 
nary appearance of Rudolf Hess in Great 
Britain has no parallel in history. This 
is a mistake; jn 1810 Lucien Bonaparte, the 
most talented of the brothers of Napoleon, 
reached England, and remained there for 
four years, lodged first with Lord Powys 
near Ludlow, and then in a small house 
of his own. 

He had been the most helpful of all 
Napoleon's associates in raising his brother 
to power, and had conducted with great 
cleverness the civil side of the coup d’Etat 
of Brumaire, which ended the regime of 
the Directory: Napoleon himself had made 
a poor show on the occasion Lucien a 
brilliant one. 

He broke with his brother when the 
Emperor started his dynastic megalomania, 
and wished to make kings and princes of 
all his house. He retired to Rome and 
lived there quietly under the protection 
of the Pope, But when Napoleon annexed 
Rome and imprisoned Pius VII (1809), 
Lucien fled by sea from Civita Vecchia, 
ostensibly to seek a refuge in the United 
States, 

As the Mediterranear, was absolutely 
dominated by the British fleet he was 
naturally intercepted by a British frigate. 
He was treated with courtesy, and spent 
four years in England, employed in lit- 
erary work. 


The Huns Go To Work On A Polish Castle 


Vandalistic Nazis Destroy Price- 


less Works Of Art; Carry 
Off Souvenirs 
FROM THE POLISH NEWS BULLETIN 

It was a great historical monument. 
Here, in medieval ages, lived the Masovian 
princes, and since the 16th century Polish 
kings resided there. In the 18th century, 
the Polish diet debated there and the 
famous Polish constitution of May third, 
1791, was adapted in its halls. The 
Royal Castle in Warsaw was a priceless 
possession of Poland and a symbol of the 
Polish State. 

It was not an accident that German 
flyers bombed the castle perpetually, and 
that the German artillery concentrated its 
fire upon it during the siege of Warsaw. 
The Germans decided to destroy the castle 
because of its relation to Poland's life. 

In spite of some damages, the castle 
remained intact. Part of the roof was 
destroyed by fire, as were two towers. A 
number of Polish architects carefully 
examined the castle, during the first days 
of October, 1939, and found that the 
castle could be restored in several weeks 
to a state of usefulness, 

The work was begun immediately by 
Poles and paid for by them. Roofs were 
almost entirely rebuilt, windows glazed. 
Most of the valuable murals, frescoes, and 
paintings were saved. 

Tore Tapestry 

Suddenly, on October 18, 1939, German 
Governor General Hans Frank came to 
Warsaw. He visiied the castle and ordered 
all reconstruction work to be stopped im- 
mediately, While there, he himself tore 
off a part of the silk tapestry with silver 
embroidered eagles from the throne of the 
Polish kings for a keepsake. - 

From that day systematic robbery 
began. In approximately two and a half 
months: everything valuable in the castle 
was stolen: ‘several hundred paintimgs, 
among them a famous set of twenty-five 
pictures of old Warsaw by Canaletto; tons 
of marble and bronze statues, among them 
a well-known set of twenty-two bronze 


+ 
busts dating from the 18th century by Le 


Brun and Monaldi; a large number of 
arrases and gobelins; a collection of rare 
pottery, from Italian Renaissance majolica 
to pottery of early 19th century; several 
magnificent crystal and bronze chandeliers 
dating from the 18th century; a large col- 
lection of old furniture, exceptionally rare 
French and Polish bronzes from the 18th 
and 19th centuries. 

Part of these were taken to Cracow to 
decorate Frank's apartment. Part was 
taken by a number of higher German 
officials in Warsaw and Cracow for their 
private use, Part was sent to Germany. 
The largest percent, however, was simply 
stolen by various German officials. In the 
same way, the great art collections of the 
Polish government stored in the castle 
were stolen. Several thousands paintings 
of Polish and foreign artists, large collec- 
tions of drawings, graphics, manuscripts, 
sculptures, rare books, and part of the col- 
lections from the Museum of Rappersville 
were plundered and destroyed in part. 

For many days, these valuable objects 
lay in piles on the floor of the storehouse, 
and were trod upon, thus giving good 
evidence of German culture. 


Destroyed 


The Poles did try to save the walls, 
murals, sculptures, and at least the castle 
itself. However, since that fateful day of 
October 18, even those popes perished. The 
Germans announced officially that the 
the castle was to be destroyed. A delega- 
tion of prominent Poles then submit a 
petition to Frank, stating that there were 
no technical reasons which would justify 
such destruction, and that Poles would 
take the responsibility for bringing the 
castle back to a state of usefulness. 

The occupation authorities answered, 
with disarming frankness, that their de- 
cision was not based upon technical rea- 
sons but purely upon political ones, The 
Roya! castle in Warsaw must be destroyed 
as it was a symbol of the Polish State. 
Much later, German newspapers in 
occupied Poland tried to explain that the 
decision was caused by the bad condition 
of the castle walls, and because of the new 
plans for Warsaw. The real cause was to 


| 


strike deep into the heart of the Polish 
nation, 

The Germans started the destruction of 
the castle with systematic thoroughness, 

Large holes were drilled in the castle 
walls and dynamite charges were put in 
them. The holes, six to ten feet deep, were 
made at the bottom of the walls and in the 
pillars which supported the arches. How- 
ever, the winter, which was unusually 
severe, caused a delay in the work of 
demolition, except in the interiors. 


Dismantiled 


Hundreds of Jewish workers were 
mobilized and assigned to a German con- 
tractor named Rudolf. Beautiful marble 
fireplaces were taken to pieces, panelled 
walls, hand-carved wooden _ staircases, 
marble statues were destroyed: old, valu- 
able, wooden floors were smashed with 
axes. Invaluable mural paintings in the 
so-called “Canalette room,” in the throne 
hall, and in the Knights’ hall, were en- 
tirely destroyed. All these, so carefully 
preserved by the Poles, were thrown in 
the yard where they were exposed to rain 
and frost. Afterwards, they were broken 
to pieces and taken away on trucks. Even 
door and window easements were iaken 
away, and only the bare brick walls re- 
mained, 

Not aatisfied with their barbaric 
achievements, the occupants started to cut 
out the wooden beams in the ceilings and 
floors. They were mostly very old large 
lorchen beams, Because of this, the 
magnificent painting of Baciarelli on the 
ceiling of the great hall was destroyed, 
The Copper roof of the castle was re- 
moved, leaving bare, roofless, plaster-less 

alls, 

In the meantime, the decision to blow 
out the walls was withdrawn. Perhaps the 
results already achieved satisfied the Ger- 
mans, or perhaps they wanted to keep the 
tragic remains as a reminder to the 
population 

Warsaw castle survived many wars 
only to be finally destroyed by the sys- 
tematic hands of modern barbarians. The 
castle, in its present state, cannot be re 


built, It will always remai f

Fourth National Day of Prayer 


In compliance with a request from the editor and 
in response to a suggestion from London to observe 
September 7th as Britain's fourth national Day of 
Prayer this brief article is written, 


IRST of all we pray for ourselves, our King, his coun- 

cillors, our Empire, our defenders who serve us on 

land and sea and in the air, the widows and orphans, 
the homeless and the distressed. Humbly we confess our 
guilt as sharers infthe world’s guilt and pray for grace and 
insight to bring forth fruits meet for repentence now and, 
after the strife is over, in the making of a better world. 


With contrition, yet with confidence in the face of the 
threat to all that Christian civilization holds dear, we affirm 
our conviction that no way of honor was open to us except 
that of resistance to German aggression. We,, therefore, 
pray for the triumph of right, for the freedom of those 
peoples now enslaved in body and in spirit and for a just 
and secure peace for all—a world in which there will be 
the a opportunity for the free development of per- 
sonality. 


‘We pray for our allies, the great republic to the south, 
that they may be led unitedly into a world council to pro- 
vide proper sanctions for world peace and an endeavor to 
make it lasting by establishing an equality of opportunity 
in world trade and commerce for all the nations of mankind. 


We pray for Russia that through this baptism of suffer- 
ing she may emerge with chastened spirit and that hence- 
forth her doors may be/opened and she may enter into 
friendly co-operation with all well-meaning nations for the 
mutual good of all alike. 


We pray for Germany that after victory is won for the 
allied cause and a government set up in Germany that can 
be trusted, ste too may take her place in a world council 
forming one great family of nations recognizing a common 
God and Father of us all as a basis of world fraternity, 
devoted to the objective of permanent peace and prosperity. 


Thus when this terrible holocaust has ceased we may 
have our battle flags furled in a world parliament, a federa- 
tion of the world devoted to the higher interests of man- 
kind—a time when the strong shali sacrificially bear the 
burdens of the weak and together we shall build a new

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More To Movie Makeup Than 
' Meets The Average Fan’s Eye

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 6.—Tricks of 
the trade: There are a lot of inter- 
esting facts in movie-making that 
the public seldom hears 
but which, so far as I can see, de- 
tract nothing from the illusion and 
glamor of the screen. Makeup is 
one of the thiigs usually taken for 
granted—just a lot of grease-paint, 
some eye-shadow and lipstick, but 
it's much more complex in almost 
every case. 

The fact that Claudette Colbert 
prefers being photographed only 


from the left side has been men: | 


tioned many times, but few fans 
realize that almost every star has 
some favorite way of appearing 
before the Camera, especially in 
Closeups. Faces seldom are sym- 
metrical, generally because of den- 
tal structure, and sometimes movie 
sets have been reconstructed at 
considerable expense so that a star 
can move into a scene at a more 
flattering angle 

The trick is in finding out just 
what to do. Marlene Dietrich leap- 
ed ahead in the glamor field when 
she discovered that a thin white 
line drawn along the edge of each 
lower eyelids made her eyes look 
Jarger. Luise Rainer used gold leaf 
on her upper eyelids to gain a 
languorpus appearance. 

TRACY SPURNS PAINT 

Spencer Tracy rarely uses make- 
up because he does most of his act- 
ing with the wrinkles in his fore- 
head and he doesn't want them ob- 
scured, It's a joke among make-up 
artists that screen heroes almost 
always ask to be made tough-look- 
ing, or at least more virile, while 
heavies usually want to be made 
handsomer. 

Speaking of eyes, Colleen Moore 
had one brown and one blue eye, 
and her shiny black bob was creat- 
ed to draw attention away from 
them. This bob and Jean Harlow’s 
platinum blond hair won more pub- 
licity than any other hair effect in

Stars seldom wear make-up for 
publicity stills because it shows too 
glaringly in photographs, Instead, 
the pictures are retouched .. A thin 
dry parchment pasted on lips gives 
them a feverish appearance . - - 
Negroes usually are lightened to 
make them photograph like negroes, 
but Indians must be darkened -. - 
There are 32 shades of grease paint, 
20 shades of powder, and 28 shades 
of liquid make-up for arms, legs 
and body. But Hollywood uses 
only three shades of lipstick, while 
retail stores sell it in a dozen 
shades. 

The budget of a million-dollar 
picture usually allots about $10,000 
for make-up, but much more if it's 
a pidure with wigs. Long, fine, 
wavy hair may cost as much as $75 
an ounce. Cecil De Mille was the 
first to insist on human-hair wigs. 
Previously they had been made of 
everything from goat hair to ex- 
celsior, and looked like it on the 
screen. 

Many he-men of the movies have 
worn chest wigs for an appcarance 
of virility in fight scenes, but in 
other kinds of scenes in which they 
are bared to the waist some actors 
have had to have their chests shav- 
ed.

U.S. Navy Must Guard 
South American Nations 


Westefn hemisphere de- 
fense, as far as naval power 
is concerned, rests with the 
U.S. navy.

Quite often in this column I re- 
commend readers to have a good 
examination and I receive quite a 
large number of letters from time 
to time asking just what I mean 
by that, so today I am going to 
give you the high lights on what 
a good examination is. 

Years ugo, when father was a 
boy, the doctor would ask the pa- 
tient some questions, take his pulse, 
and perhaps listen to his heart and 
chest sounds. His ability to make 
a diagnosis depended on how far 
the disease had progressed, but if 
he was called in the early stages 
of the disease he often had to wait 
until further symptoms developed, 
from which to make a diagnosis. 

With the great advances made by 
scientists in recent years we have 
at our disposal diagnostic equip- 
ment which rules out guess work. 
Physicians of all schools universally 
agree that the early recognition of 
the disease hastens a cure, to say 
nothing of the suffering which the 
patient is saved. 

A good example of this is tuber- 
culosis which is an insidious dis- 
ease and of which the patient may 
be totally unaware until the chest 
has been X-rayed and the tell-tale 
lesions detected. 

A good examination should con- 
sist of not only the use of X-ray 
pictures but also of the fluoroscopic 
X-ray. When the doctor uses the 
fluoroscope he can see the organs 
as they work and this is invaluable 
in examining the heart, lungs and 
gastro-intestinal tract, I believe that 
every thorough examination should 
include complete X-rays of the 
teeth to locate any focal! infection, 
A study of the blood pressure should 
be made and if it is found to be 
too high then the doctor should 
make a series of other tests to dis- 
cover the cause, since blood pres- 
sure is not a disease but a symptom 
There should also be a hearing test 
where in the body, Me 

Loca) examinations should be 
made of the ears, nose and throat 
that something is wrong some- 
and the eyes should be examined 
to see if glasses are required, 

The first cause of*death in this 
country is heart disease and many 
sufferers are unaware of the fact 
that they have a heart not sound. 
By the use of the electrocardio- 
graph, the examining doctor can 
detect oxganic diseases of the heart, 


and since heart disease ‘need not be 
fatal, he can advise the patient on 
how to live to avoid further dam- 
age to that organ. 

A basal metabolism test should 
be made which indicates any dis- 
function of the glandular system. 
This test is of Particular value in 
uncoyering states in which the thy- 
roid is under or over active. 

Then there should be a complete 
physical examination, covering 
every part of the body, and vari- 
ous laboratory tests should be made 
including the blood count, hemo- 
globin determination, and chemical 
and microscopic urinalysis
